SOVIET AIRCRAFT SPY ON U.S. CARRIER

\Text] The U.S. Defense Department announced that two Soviet "Bear" reconnaisance 
bombers intruded U.S. airspace on 26 January in an attempt to reconnoiter a new 
U.S. nculear-powered aircraft carrier, but were forced to turn back by U.S. 
mijitary aircraft which intercepted them. 


The newly-built 93,000-ton Nimitz-class nuclear-powered aircraft carrier 

"USS Carl Vinson" was undergoing sea trials in nearby waters, after leaving 
Newport News, Virginia. The Soviet "Bear" reconnaisance bombers were detected 
by U.S. alert aircraft on the night of 26 January. These two Soviet aircraft, 
from Cuba, intruded the U.S. air defense zone and were flying towards the 
aircraft carrier. U.S. military aircraft, scrambled from nearby bases, 
intercepted them within about a mile of "USS Carl Vinson" and forced them to 
fly back to their Cuban base. 


Soviet reconnaisance aircraft have been intruding U.S. airspace regularly in 
recent years, but the intrusion of Soviet "Bear" reconnaisance bombers on 

26 January, however, aroused people's attention because the aircraft is one 

of the two types of large spy planes the Soviet Union has today. This type of 
aircraft usually takes off from Murmansk in the northern part of the Soviet Union 
for Cuba by flying along the Atlantic coast of the United States and then goes 

on to Africa, by crossing the South Atlantic, before returning home. This type 
of flight enables the Soviet aircraft to keep sea traffic in the Atlantic Ocean 
under surveillance. 


It is reported that the patrol over the Atlantic region by U.S. alert aircraft was 
started only recently. The shipment of a number of Mig-23's to Cuba by the Soviet 
Union in the early part of January has caused uneasiness in Washington, which 
consequently arranged for the alert patrol by U.S. aircraft.

U.S. DATA LINKS USSR, SRV WITH CHEMICAL ARMS USE

[Text] Washingtoa, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--Results of an analysis of blood samples taken 
from victims of a chemical weapons attack in Kampuchea which were released by the 
U.S. State Department today contribute another piece of evidence to chemical wartare 
conducted by the Soviet Union and Vietnam in Southeast Asia. 


Upon receiving reports of a chemical attack resulting in many deaths in Kampuchea 
last autumn, blood samples were drawn from nine survivors of that gas attack in 
which chemical agents were delivered by ground munitions. The selected ion- 
monitoring gas chromatography and mass spectroscopy analysis technique was used 

to identify a metabolite of T2 toxin in the blood of two victims, according to the 
analysis. A series of other tests were also carried out including white blood cell 
counts, hemoglobin, hematocrit, reticulocyte count, mean cell volume, and various 
liver and kidney function enzyme tests. 


The analysis said, "The results of the analysis are consistent with trichothecene 
exposure in at least two of the alleged gassing victims and tend to support the 
hypothesis that a trichothecene-based agent was used in the attack." Also observed 
was a trend toward depressed white cell count in the nine individuals exposed 

to chemical agents, which phenomenon, the analysis said, is “one effect of 
trichothecenes which persists for several weeks following exposure." 


These preliminary results seem to indicate that even weeks after the incident, 
blood samples from victims of trichothecene attack may be able to provide 
important evidence to support charges of chemical and biological warfare use,’ 
the analysis said. 


he United States has provided four more samples since last August from Laos and 
Kampuchea to show the presence of chemical agents in the area and charged the Soviet 
Union for conducting chemical warfare in the two countries and in Afghanistan. 


Richard Burt, director of the Bureau of Politico-Military Affairs of the State 
Department, told reporters in mid-January that "the evidence of Soviet involvement 
in the use of this toxic weapon in Southeast Asia is compelling." "Obviously 

in Afghanistan the Soviet presence is overwhelming, and we know that they have a 
chemical weapons capability present in Afghanistan," he said.

PRC 1979 REPORT VIEWS USSR LEADERSHIP, U.S. TIES

[Text] Tokyo, 28 Jan (KYODO)--Soviet Communist Party Leader Leonid Brezhnev will 
be replaced by Politburo member Andrey Kirilenko during the 1980's, who will then 
head a collective leadership to steer party and state affairs, according to a 
classified report of the Chinese Communist Party. 


"It is evident that Brezhnev has become weak physically. He cannot live long," 
says the report prepared by the Centril Committee of the Chinese Communist Party 
in late 1979. It was distributed to (hinese leaders in January 1980. 


The secret report, obtained by KYODO News Service through informed sources in 
Tokyo, says the days of Brezhnev will be over in the 1980's. 


A group of leaders will take over from Brezhnev as he similarly rose to power 
in 1964 following the ouster of Prime Minister Nikita Khruschchev, according to 
the report. 


Brezhnev is most likely to be replaced by Kirilenko rather than another Politburo 
member Konstantin Chernenko, regarded in western countries as the likeliest 
candidate for the top party post. Chernenko lacks "dignity" as Communist Party 
chief, the report says. It also says the transfer of power will not cause chaos 
in the party hierarchy. 


The 1979 report says Prime Minister Alexey Kosygin and powerful Politburo member 
Mikhail Suslov had been suffering from ill health. Kosygin died last year and 
Suslov earlier this week. 


The lengthy report, titled "Problems and Prospect in the Current International 
Situations," also says China and the Soviet Union may generally agree to improve 
bilateral relations, increase trade and promote the cause of peaceful existence. 
But this will stop short of settling their border dispute and differences in 
communist ideology, according to the report. 


Peace talks between the two countries, the report goes on to say, will be "marathon 
negotiations." The Soviet Union will continue its expansionist policy, the 
report says. 








Although the Beijing government has officially accused the Kremlin of intervening 
in Indochina, the report revyards the Russian involvement in the area as a "good 
thing’ because the Soviet Union has to bear great burden on behalf of Vietnam 


plagued with a troubled economy. 


The report says Beijing leaders had suspected the Russians might intervene when 
China and Vietnam fought over their common border in February 1979. But the Soviet 
Union did not because the Russians “did not wart their forces to be spread over," 
the report says. "If the Soviet Union had joined in the fighting," the report 

goes on, "it would have to swing about 3 million troops from its western front." 


The report maintains major Soviet forces are targeted at the United States, not 
China. 

Calling Sino-U.S. relations "ties of mutual benefit," the report urges the Beijing 
government to try to tilt the United States further toward China by taking advantage 
of American weaknesses. The report did not elaborate but apparently referred to 

the emerging closer relationshi;) between China and the United States, that is aimed 
at the Soviet Union. 


Likewise, China can turn to Japan for financial and technical assistance for the 
country's modernization program by exploiting the Japanese fear of Soviet military 
threat, according to the report.

U.S. PLANS TO GIVE MORE AID TO EL SALVADOR

[Text] Washington, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--The Reagan administration notified Congress 
today that it was sending $55 million in “emergency security assistance" to El 
Salvador, where the administration said the "decisive battle" for Central America 
is under way. 


fhe assistance is additional to the $65 million in aid to El Salvador approved 
by Congress last December. 


The new decision, which sign ified increased U.S. involvement in opposing the 
Salvadoran guerrillas, was announced by Thomas 0. Enders, assistant secretary of 
state for inter-American affairs, when testifying before the Subcommittee on 
Foreign Operations of the House Appropriations Committee this afternoon. 


He also said an additional $100 million in weapons and ec nomic aid to El Salvador 
was needed in light of the “magnitude of the military and economic chailenge from 
the guerrillas.'' To withhold additional assistance at this point, he stressed, 
"would be to abandon El Salvador." 


Meanwhile, Enders declared, military aid to El Salvador and Honduras would be 
increased this year and emergency economic aid would be sent to a number of countries 
in Central America. 


If the Salvadoran Government falls, "how long wou'’d it be before major strategic 
U.S. interests--the (Panama) Canal, sealanes, oil supplies--were at risk?" he 
asked. 


The emergency aid request was presented against the backdrop that the Salvadoran 
guerrillas have shown steadily growin; capacity in carrying out sophisticated 
operations. On 27 January they attacked El Salvador's biggest air base and 
destroyed a dozen of military planes, including some U.S.-made helicopters. 


At the same time, the WASHINGTON POST reported, quoting congressional sources, 
the Salvadoran Government's ability to support ground operations against the 
guerrillas "had been sharply impaired and possibly eliminated." 








As testifving before the congressional committees in the past several months, 
Enders once again accused Cuba of exploiting Nicaragua "as a base for the export 
of subversion and armed intervention” in El Salvador. 


He said Cuba's ability to send military forces around the region had been expanded 
by the recent arrival there of a second squadron of Mig-23 fighter planes and the 
63,000 tons of war supplies sent by the Soviet Union last year. 


It is reported that quite a few U.S. senators and house representatives are rather 
skeptical of the soundness and effectiveness of the policy to provide more aid to 
the Salvadoran Government, which they view as unpopular and incompetent. They 
wondered, by doing so, "whether the administration is creating a vest-pocket Vietnam 
in El Salvador," the WASHINGTON POST said yesterday.

U.S. TO PAY FOR POLISH GOVERMENT DEBT

[Text] Washington, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--The U.S. administration today made known its 
decision to repay $/1 million owed by the Polish Government to U.S. banks and not 
to declare Poland in default over debt repayments. The money is part of $396.5 
million in guaranteed debts which Poland is under obligation to repay by the end 
of this year. The U.S. Department of Agriculture had made or guaranteed a total 
of $1.6 billion of loans to Poland to finance its purchases of U.S. grain. 


The decision, which administration sources said was made in secret last week by 
the National Security Council, came in the midst of repeated U.S. threats of 
further sanctions against Poland if the martial law there was not eased. 


Asked why the administration was willing to repay the $71 million, State Department 
spokesman Dean Fischer said today there was not “any contradiction between the two 
expressions." They complemented each other, he said, adding, “the question of 
default is still open and is one cf a range of options before the U.S. Government. 
"We intend to make every effort to cullect on these detts ana the procedure adopted 
is the best way to do this," he noted. 


In New York, Treasury Under-Secretary Beryl Sprinkel tol«. the Financial Writers 
Association there that the government took into account che possibility that 

other creditors might not follow the United States in declaring a default, leaving 
Poland in the situation of being able to repay other creditors but not the United 
States. It had also considered the impact a default would make on the inter- 
national monetary system, he added. 


Economic analysts said the declaration of a default on Poland's debts to the Wesc 
of $28 billion could lead to worldwide financial disruptior and a scramble to seize 
Poland's relatively scarce assets abroad.

CHINESE DESCRIBE POVERTY IN, NEGATIVE IMPRESSIONS OF U.S. 
Reporter Describes Poverty

[Text] After arriving in the United States, I only saw its prosperous side. 
Not long ago, the U.S. Department of Labor reported that, in 1980, 13 percent 
of its population lived below the poverty line. However, the standard of 
poverty was an annual income of $8,414 for an urban family of 4. Meanwhile, 

I ran across the following view in an American periodical: Poverty in the 
United States is created by certain intellectuals playing with figures; actual- 
ly, poverty no longer exists in this country, only "relative nonprosperity." 


When I discussed the issue with some American friends, one of them said ex- 
citedly: "No more poverty in America? It is nonsense!" He felt that, "even 
though the prosperity of society endows poverty with certain baffling charac- 
teristics, one only has to part the rose-colored curtain to see that there are 
still people in America who have no food, people who cannot afford medical 
care, people who are homeless....'' This friend later on gave me much material 
on poverty in America and told me: "You should first take a look with your 
own eyes--no need to go anywhere, just the Washington urban area." 


The ''Zachheus Soup Kitchen" 


I went to L Street. The moment the car turned the corner from 6th Street, a 
scene of poverty unfolded before my eyes. On both sides of the street are old 
and dilapidated buildings; with most of the doors and windows gone, the five- 
story building on the north side of the street has probably been abandoned 
long ago; the messy and filthy sidewalks are deserted. Here, there is no 
vitality, manifesting an incongruity with the prosperous Washington familiar 
to me. Yet, it is only 10 plus blocks from the White House and the Capitol. 


The 'Zachheus Soup Kitchen" which I wanted to visit is located in a two-story 
old building on the south side of the street at its eastern end. The moment I! 
entered the door, what I saw were dejected people dressed in rags. CC’ ce to 











LUV of them were Lined up silently, beginning from the entrance, along the 
left wall and up the stairway to the second floor. A large metal bucket over 
2 feet high was placed on the gas stove on the right. Mike, the young man 
whom I had met, was busy boiling vegetable soup. He greeted me hurriedly: 
"Go upstairs first. I'll be right with you." 


At the 5 long tables upstairs, some 40 plus people were eating. No one talked 
or looked around. Everyone concentrated on drinking the vegetable soup out of 
plastic dishes and swallowing the small slices of dry and discolored bread. A 
young man stood in front of a little table at the top of the stairway. The 
moment someone finished eating and left, he would immediately fill a dish with 
soup for the next in line. 


Mike and another man carried a large bucket of newly boiled soup upstairs. 
During a spare moment, he told me that this "soup kitchen" had been in opera- 
tion for 10 years, that everyday in the forenoon, vegetable soup and bread 
were provided free of charge, and that from 300 to 500 people were regularly 
served. 


"How much is your cost?" 


"Not much. The personnel are ali volunteers. The vegetables and bread are 
stale and unsalable items from the big restaurants which are to be discarded 
and which we collect twice a week.'' He ladled from the big bucket mixed vege- 
tables of all kinds and said: "We serve whatever we get." 


I glanced at the battered big metal bucket and the plastic dishes of all colors 
and all sizes. Undoubtedly, they were items discarded by the city residents. 


"Hi! My name is Joe." I was looking for someone to talk to, and a Negro took 
the initiative to greet me. He was around 40 years old and tall. His dark 
blue jacket had a big tear on the left shoulder, and the original color of his 
greasy trousers was no longer discernible. 


"IT was with the 'Peace Corps' and once served overseas," he informed me not 
without pride. But the moment what happened afterward was brought up, a gloom 
descended on him. It turned out that he had been sick for several years and 
left the ''Peace Corps." Unable to find work for a long time, he became a 
vagrant. 


I talked with many people among the group. Though of different ages, they had 
one thing in common: Unable to find work and homeless. Some of them seemed 
to rely regularly on this one meal in the "soup kitchen" to get through the 
day. 


Street Vagrants 


How many homeless people are there in Washington? I went to the ‘Society for Crea- 
tive Nonviolence" which operates the "soup kitchen" for the answer. The pur- 
pose of this small private charity is to help the street vagrants. Why does 











it use this name? Mr (Jianan) who talked with me explained: "We feel that 
such phenomena of poverty as being homeless are a manifestation of violence in 
the social structure." ; 
According to him, last year, the "Council of Churches," a charity jointly 
formed by different religious organizations, compiled statistics from data 
supplied by 30 charitable organizations, indicating that there were about 
3,800 homeless vagrants in the capital. 


Other organizations have their own estimates. Though the figures are not 
completely identical, their unanimous view is: In recent years, the number of 
homeless in the Washington area has increased, mostly among women and among 
negroes between the age of 21 and 35. 


The growing number of vagrants is naturally linked with the deterioration of 
the economic conditions in America. The large number of homeless young and 
adult negroes is a result of the protracted unemployment rate of the Negroes. 
The noticeable increase of homeless women reflects the ever aggravating family 
and social issues of the country. (Jianan) specifically mentioned one factor: 
Large groups of cheap housing were torn down to make way for luxury dwellings. 
The rent becomes ever higher and the number of houses which the poor can afford 
dwindles more and more. Isn't it an irony that the prosperity of society is 
pushing more and more poor people into the tragic circumstance of becoming 
homeless? 


Currently, some charitable organizations have set up shelters for the homeless, 
but the problem is far from solved. Does the government subsidize such work? 
(Jianan) replied with a shrug: "No. The view of the authorities is that, if 
more shelters are set up, the vagrants of other areas will pour in, and the 
number of homeless in the Washington area will grow even faster." 


Such concern is not groundless. In recent years, farm workers in certain 
southern states are finding it ever harder to get employment, and many of them 
come to Washington for work. Unable to attain their goal, they are forced to 
wander the streets. In some large cities, the number of street vagrants is 
even greater than Washington. In New York, according to the estimates of 
departments concerned, the number is more than 60,000. Obviously, such a 
nationwide issue cannot be solved by the government authorities of the Washing- 
ton area. 


Winter is here, and what happens to the street vagrants? The answer is that 
the fortunate get into the shelters, and others deliberately commit some minor 
crimes to spend a few months in jail, while the remainder suffer through the 
cold.--"In the Washington area, every winter there are a number of people 
frozen to death on the streets."

Issue of Poverty Unsolved by Social Welfare Measures 


In 1964, U.S. president Johnson proposed a resounding slogan: 'Declare war on 
poverty!" In the mid-sixties, poverty had become an explosive issue in Ameri- 
ca. Riots successively broke out in the slums of many cities. Some political 
figures specially visited the slums in the urban é-nd rural areas, revealed 
some of the actual concitions and proposed this ana that kind of measures of 
solution. Thereafter, social welfare projects of the government increased 
tremendously, taking up a considerable portion of the federal budget. One 
cannot say that the poor did not receive any benefit. A number of homeless 
people whom I met in the "soup kitchen" admitted that they had depended for 
many years on government relief and that otherwise they could not have sur- 
vived. 


However, as pointed out by some American newspapers, government relief, to the 
poor, is "more than enough for dying, but inadecuate for living.'"' As shown by 
the facts, though America prides itself for being a "welfare state," it is 
impossible for social welfare measures to basically solve the poverty issue. 


Recently, this reporter was a guest in the home of a friend in Virginia. My 
friend told me emotionally that, in the Appalachians, though the government 
launched some social welfare projects, the condition of poverty has grown more 
severe. Ina farming family which he knew, the diligent labor of the husband 
and wife cannot support their five children, and they have to go to town for 
free food. More and more farm laborers are unable to find work. Suffering 
hunger in the mountain region, they rely on cccasional odd jobs to survive. 


As for the state of Mississippi long known for its poverty, the conditions are 
even more shocking. The proportion of negroes among its total population is the 
largest in th. country and the average income per capita the lowest. The 

state government opposes setting up clinics in rural areas, and does not follow 
the compulsory education system. Due to agricultural mechanization, many 

negro families which were tenant farmers for generations have lost their jobs 
on the land, yet they are not qualified for employment in the cities, thus 
finding themselves in a desperate situation. According to some reports, mal- 
nutrition has become a common ailment in some areas. Many farm owners allow 
the Negro families, which no longer work for them, to remain in the sheds free 
of charge, because such "charitable act" increases the number of residents of 
their farms and greatly reduces the taxes. Meanwhile, the Negro families, for 
this reason, lose their right to apply for social welfare. 


The Employed Poor 


In order to find out their living conditions, I wanted to interview the fami- 
lies of people who are employed but whose income is below the poverty line. A 
friend told me that they are generally unwilling to give such interviews. 
Under his suggestion, I accompanied another friend to visit them as a guest 
and learned the conditions in an indirect way. 
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On the surface, these families all have a set of residential quarters with a 
living room. They have televisious washing machines and refrigerators, and 
some even cars. Compared with the more well-to-do families in America, their 
quarters are naturally more crowded and their facilities old. But compared 
with the families in China in general, they appear prosperous. 


However, my friend informed me that all these families are on welfare and 
still lack food and clothing. The children of one family depend on school 
lunches, and do not get proper meals in the evening at home. Naturally, it 
was awkward for me to ask questions during my visits, but, by careful observa- 
tion, the strai.ened circumstances could be seen. It is not surprising. In- 
come below the poverty line means that the monthly income of a family of 4 is 
less than $700. Meanwhile, the monthly rental is at least $200 or $300. With 
the utilities, trensportation and miscellaneous expenses on top thereof, there 
is hardly anything left. Low quality food alone, without eating out, for a 
family of 4 with school age children, according to the statistics of the 
Department of Agriculture, requires $300 a month, $250 at the bare minimun, 
without taking into consideration clothes for the entire family, tuition for 
the children and medical expenses. 


Those unfamiliar with American society may ask whether it is not possible to 
lower the standard of housing and facilities and guarantee the basic require- 
ments such as food and clothing. However, the current condition of the Ameri- 
can society makes it impossible for people not to live the way they do. It is 
almost impossible to find cheaper housing for a family of four. Unless all 
four members of the family live on the street, they have to pay the high rent. 
Electric refrigerators and gas stoves are necessities as well as component 
parts of housing. Without a refrigerator, one will have to shop for food 
everyday, which will not only be more expensive, but also involve the cost of 
transportation. Here, the distances between office, store and residence are 
often very great, making it difficult to be without transportation. As public 
transportation is expensive, some families, though poor, opt for a secondhand 
car. 


"The income is only significant when compired with the expenses. The way of 
life has to be determined by the entire social conditions.'' These were the 
words of an American friend when discussing the issue of poverty. 


Parting the "Rose-Colored Curtain" 


Naturally, one should not exaggerate the phenomenon of poverty in America to- 
day. Compared with some poor countries, the proportion of poor people in 
America is much smaller and the degree of poverty much less severe. In the 
sixties when America's economic development was relatively more successful, 
the government began the policy of vigorously introducing social welfare mea- 
sures in order to ease the social contradictions, and the circumstances of the 
poor were indeed ameliorated. Due to the prosperity of society, what are con- 
sidered luxuries in the developing countries have actually become necessities 
here, possessed by even poor families. Thus, America's poverty is concealed 
behind a "rose-colored curtain." 
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However, with the continued inflation and high unemployment for many years, 
and the large cuts in welfare budget after the Reagan government took over on 
top thereof, the life of the poor has become more difficult. Many among the 
middle class have also begun to feel the pinch. American newspapers constant- 
ly report that some middle class families are economizing on food and clothing 
and changing their way of life, in order to stave off the pitfalls of poverty. 
The NEW YORK TIMES of 11 November last year reported on the circumstances of 
two middle class families. An assistant school principal in his thirties com- 


plained: “You try to economize. With inflation, what you have saved is all 
gone, and the result is that you can barely meet the expenses." A retiree in 
his sixties remarked: "They are destroying the middle class."" It has also 


been mentioned that, though the economic condition has deteriorated, some 
middle class families, for the sake of appearance and the future, do their 
best to keep the truth from being known. It reminds me of the refined white 
man in the "soup kitchen."" Someone told me that he came for relief not long 


ago. 


This is merely a hasty glimpse of America's poverty issue. The impressions 
gained by me may be of help in answering the question of whether there is 
poverty in America.

[Text] Among the six children of my parents, three remain on the mainland and 
three are in America. In 1981, on their 50th wedding anniversary, my parents 
wanted a reunion in America of the family members who had been scattered for 
more than 30 years. In April last year, with the approval of the leadership, 
a 6-month leave was granted to me and my younger sister who worked in the 
Hangzhou Second Optical Instruments Plant to visit relatives in America. My 
parents came to America from Taiwan where they reside. 


Before leaving my motherland, some well-meaning people remarked that, with 

your brothers and sister in America, you will be able to stay there; you can 
always teach Chinese. At the time, I was somewhat interested. However, after 
seeing with my own eyes the conditions in the American society, I gave up the 
idea. Taking advantage of my trip, I visited such cities as New York, Washing- 
ton and Philadelphia. My impression of America is the scientific and technolo- 
gical development and the high wages. However, the American society is not the 
"paradise" as some people may think. In less than 6 months, my sister and I 
were bored, and we advanced our return. 


High Cost of Liviny and Heavy Taxes 


In America, the waye level is very high, and so is the rate of taxes. With 
inflation on top thereof, the majority of the people is not well-off. My two 
younger brothers and one younger sister are all Ph D's. One brother is a 
professor and the other an assistant professor. Normally they should be well- 
off, but actually they are both in debt. Take my second younger brother for 
instance: He is a professor in a state engineering college, at an annual 
salary of $36,000, with 30 percent deduction for taxes. He borrowed from the 
bank to build a house, at a monthly payment of $480. With gasoline, life and 
medical insurance premiums and utilities, not much is left. When it is thus 
with a professor, there is no need to mention workers with an annual wage of 
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a tew thousand dvellars. the rent for an Ordinary residence (with only one 
bedroom) is $230 a month, and $400 for a two-bedroom unit. 


During my 3 1/2 months in America, I saw people rushing around incessantly to 
make a living. It was during summer vacation. At home, vacation is the time 
to organize teachers’ tours, but in America, my two brothers become even more 
tense. One brother is the general manager of a chemical firm. His eyes were 
injured in the laboratory and operated on, but he still has to go to work. 
The other brother takes advantage of the vacation to work as an adviser in a 
firm and as a real estate agent, also busy to the extreme. I found it 
Strange. They told me that, in America, if one does not make some money while 
young, one will suffer in one's old age. My younger sister is a Ph D in 
chemistry. She quit her job because of childbirth. Recently, wishing to 
resume work, she sent 11 applications to the universities and colleges, but 
heard nothing f om them. Finally, she had to forget her field and took a job 
on the staff of a firm. 


Mercenary Relations 


In America, the relations among people are mostly mercenary. The life of the 
impoverished old is most tragic. Though there are old people's homes, they 
must still pay for them. Their children render no financial assistance and 
feel no respect for their parents. I personally saw one instance. Hospital- 
ized for cholecystitis, my second younger brother shared a room with an old 
man. The old man died because of wrong medication administered by the nurse. 
Afterward, his children rushed over from out of town and buried him hastily. 
Many hospitalized people told them that they could sue the hospital for negli- 
pence, but they said that, "after all, he is dead already, and it will cost 
money to file a suit and it doesn't pay." Money is more important than the 
old man's life and all moral principles can be i,nored! Living in a socialist 
motherland, I cannot accept all these. 


Racial Discrimination 


The appeal to eliminate racial discrimination has been going on for an unknown 
number of years, but the issue still exists. In employment, the white people 
yre hired first, the colored next, and the Orientals last. Arriving in Ameri- 
1, | tirst went to my second younyer brother's home in the East, where I 
celephoned my first younger brother in the West. When I asked him how he was, 
iis first words were "Alas, living under someone else's roof!" How much bit- 
terness is contained in these few short words! My brothers and sister are all 
U.S. citizens, but, due to racial discrimination, they encounter injustice in 
many aspects. My second younger brother is a professor in engineering mechan- 


ics, and made many scientific achievements when still an assistant professor. 
When it was time for promotion to professorship, he submitted his material to 
the higher Level, but his promotion was always turned down. Why? Because he 
was an Oriental. Subsequently, only when other teachers in the school pro- 
tested on his behalf was he promoted to professorship. 








fragic Circumstances of High School and Grade School Teachers 


Several decades of teaching makes me feel a deep kinship with the work of 
teachers. After arriving in America, I paid a greater attention to their 
life. I often talked with a high school teacher who is a neighbor of my 
second younger brother. According to him, high school and grade school teach- 
ers are only paid for 9 months of the year and have to fend for themselves for 
the 3 months of summer and winter vacations. In the summer 2 years ago, he 
worked as the manager of an apartment house; last summer, he spent part of his 
time mowing lawns and part of his time house painting. When we ate out, my 
brother often informed me that, among the waiters, some of them were grade 
school teachers and that they tried to earn money during holidays to supplement 
their living expenses. 


My nephew, a senior high school student, sometimes went to school at 6 o'clock 
in the morning. Upon inquiry, he said that senior high schools in America 
follow the credit system and that the students may take electives. Whether 
the school will hire a certain teacher depends on the number of students sign- 
ing up for the course. If the number is less than required for a class (20 to 
30 students), the school will fire the teacher. My nephew's teacher faced the 
danger of unemployment. Out of sympathy for the teacher, my nephew mobilized 
his classmates to take the course. As the whole forenoon had been scheduled 
for classes, they could only utilize the early morning for the class. It shows 
that the living of the high school and grade school teachers has no security 
and that the misfortune of unemployment may hit any time. 


Advanced Return 


I felt very disturbed several days before leaving America. An ordinary middle 
school teacher, I receive the concern and respect of the party and the people, 
and have been commended many times as an advanced worker. Though my salary is 
not high, there is security for my basic living. My husband works in the 
Hangzhou acrobatic troupe, my daughter has entered a plant and my son studies 
in the provincial art school. Like the sesame blooms, the life of the family 
rises steacily. When I talked with my parents and brothers and sisters, all 
expressed the feeling of "falling leaves returning to the root." As I grew up 
in my socialist motherland, how could I leave it and willingly live under some- 
one else's roof? It was already mid-August. Thinking of the work for the 
next academic year which should be arranged then and the innocent and lively 
children awaiting me to educate them, I, together with my sister, took leave 
of my parents and brothers and sisters and acvanced my return to Hangzhou.

EEC FOREIGN MINISTERS VIEW MEASURES AGAINST USSR

[Text] Brussels, 26 Jan (XINHUA)--Fcreign ministers of the European Economic 
Community's 10 member nations ended their 2-day meeting here coday, during which 
they discussed measures against the Soviet Union in protest of its involvement in 
the affairs of Poland. 


The foreign ministers attending the meeting decided to ask the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) to reclassify the Soviet Union from 
an "intermediate" to a "richer" nation, thus raising interest rates for Moscow on 
loans of 2 to 5-year-period from 10.5 to 1l percent and on loans of 5 to 8year- 
period from 1l to 11.25 percent. 


The EEC is also thinking of limiting luxury imports from the Soviet Union such as 
caviar, furs and diamonds, which represent one fourth of the Soviet exports to 
the EEC, as well as cars made in the Soviet Union. 


On food aid to Poland, the meeting decided to stop the sale of $40 million worth 
of subsidized food to Poland. The money, however, will be distributed to Poles 
through non-governmental agencies as humanitarian aid. It was also decided at the 
meeting that food sales at reduced prices to Poland will be suspended, but Poland 
is still abl» to buy food at normal prices. 


The foreign ministers to the meeting failed to arrive at an agreement over British 
demand to lighten its contribution to the EEC budget, thus rendering the guidelines 
for community reform already agreed upon "frozen." 


Belgian Foreign Minister Leo Tendemans, chairman of the ministerial meeting, and 
European Commission President Gaston Thorn are to make a tour of Western European 
capitals to work out a compromise on this issue. 


thorn, in a statement published this evening, said that "the EEC Commission will 
continue to take its responsibility and seize all opportunities to make the 
community's construction progress.”

FRANCE, FRG DISAGREE WITH U.S. ON SANCTIONS

[Text] Bonn, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and French 


Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy expressed disagreement with the U.S. policy of sanctions 


against the Soviet Union and Poland here today. 


After ending his talks with Schmidt, Mauroy told the press that Poland is in need 
of assistance. It is the position of France that measures against Warsaw and 
Moscow should not interrupt necessary assistance to Poland, he said. He also 
took exception to suspension of trade with the Soviet Union. 


In an interview with the West German magazine STERN on the eve of his West German 
visit, Mauroy expressed dissatisfaction with the U.S. for demanding that its 
Western allies toe the U.S. line in dealing with the Soviet Union. "The Americans 
have no right to demand sanctions from the Europeans that would place heavy 
economic and social burdens on us as long as they themselves are not ready to make 
comparable sacrifices," he said. 


On the issues of Poland and the Soviet Union, Schmidt indicated, there exists no 
difference of opinion between him and Mauroy. 


The two prime ministers also discussed the international economic situation in 
general and economic troubles and rising unemployment facing the two countries 

in particular. They stressed that the high interest rate policy of the United 
States has an "exceptionally negative effect" on West European economy and employ- 
ment. 


They both spoke favourably of the close and friendly relations between their two 
countries with Mauroy expressing the wish of increased cooperation between Bonn 
and Paris. 


The visiting French prime minister also met with West German Economics Minister 


Otto Graf Lambsdorff and Finance Minister Hans Matthoefer before leaving here for 
home this evening.

NATO'S LUNS URGES SOLIDARITY IN WESTERN ALLIANCE

[Text] Brussels, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--NATO's Secretary General J. Luns this evening 
again urged the Western allies to "maintain political solidarity in these dangerous 
times" of Soviet military aggression in Afghanistan and the Polish crisis. 


The secretary general delivered a speech in NATO headquarters at a dinner party 
of the winter session of CIOR (Interallied Confederation of Reserve Officers) 
convening here between 28 to 30 January. "It would be bitterly ironic," he said, 
"if the Soviet Union should reap from" those events "the unexpected dividend of 
provoking" "discord and dissension within the Atlantic Alliance." 


Referring to the December 1979 Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, Lims said he 
"personally would have preferred a more robust and concerted show of allied dis- 
pleasure with that adventure than has been the case." "The allies could and, in 
my view, should have done more, and by doing more, to penalize this Soviet 
aggression," he commented. Nonetheless, he said, what the allies did, and are 
continuing to do, is not without weight. 


Luns pointed out that NATO's 11 January ministerial declaration sets forth a 
common analysis of the situation in Poland which he said is a triumph of allied 
consultation and provides a framework for future action flowing from it. However, 
he warned, the hard part of the allied response is still before them. 


During the session, a press conference was held by CIOR's President Lt Colonel 
Peter J. Jorgensen, who reminded newsmen of the threatening fact that the Soviet 
Union has surpassed the West both in nuclear and conventional forces. The main 
concern, he stated, is the lack of understanding among peoples of the dangers 
ahead and the lack of determination among Western political leaders to make the 
dangers understood. So it is necessary not only to keep the standing forces, but 
certainly also the reserves in gocd shape, well trained and equipped, where the 
C1lOR can play an important role, he concluded. 


The CIOR was founded in November 1948, with 12 national associations out of the 


NATO countries and more than 800,000 members at present. It maintains a permanent 
liaison office at NATO headquarters.

SECRETARY HAIG CONCLUDES TRIP TO ISRAEL, EGYPT

[Text] Cairo, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig today ended 
his second tour to Egypt and Israel within 2 weeks without achieving the results 
he had wantec. He had hoped to leave the Middle East with at least a formulation 
for a declaration of principles for Palestinian autonomy talks. 


It is reported that Israel's attempts to use such an agreement to freeze the 
Palestinian question and continue its occupation of the West Bank and Gaza while 
the United States seeks to use such an agreement to continue its initiatives in 
the Middle East peace talks after April. The U.S. also wants to use the expanded 
Camp David accords to help resist new options proposed by Saudi Arabia's eight- 
point peace plan and the Venice declaration and to reject the Palestine Liberation 
Organization's participation in the talks. 


In talks with Haig, Egypt expressed its willingness to discuss the U.S. proposal 
to narrow the gap between Egypt and Israel. Egyptian Vice Premier and Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hasan ‘Ali stated that the final position of the West Bank and Gaza 
only could be decided by the Palestinian people. 


Egypt proposed to encourage Palestinians and other Arab countries to participate 
in future talks. 


Hours after the talks between Haig and Mubarak, Egypt braodcast Mubarak's interview 
with an Italian television station. Mubarak said: "We want peace just like the 
people of any other country in the world, but it cannot be regardless of price. 
Peace is a honor, not a concession.” 


Mubarak said there would be no solution of the Middle East problem unless the 
solution for the Palestinian problem was reached. 


An official of the United States disclosed that Haig would assign a special 


assistant to be in charge of the autonomy talks and continue shuttling visits 
between Egypt and Israel to help facilitate the U.S. intentions.

TUIRD WORLD CALLS FOR SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL

[Text] United Nations, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--Representatives of Kuwait, Yugoslavia 
and other Third World countries today urged the United Nations to take actions to 
punish Israel for its annexation of Syria's Golan Heights. 


At the second meeting of the ninth emergency special session of the General 
Assembly, Kuwaiti representative (Abdul Rahman al-Awady) called for "necessary 
measures" to deter the Israeli aggressors and to "keep away from their reach the 
tools which would help them achieve their territorial ambitions." 


The subject matter for the current session should not be confined to the considera- 
tion of the new aggression committed by Israel, he said, but should also include 
discussion of the continued efforts of the United States to protect and support 
Israel's expansionist and aggressive actions through its unlimited financial and 
military support as well as its manipulation of the veto power in the Security 
Council. 


The veto power should not be abused in a way that would grant the aggressor the 
immunity against punishment, he stated. 


Ihe United States vetoed on 20 January a draft resolution calling for mandatory 
sanctions against Israel. 


Habib Chatti, secretary-general of the Organization of the Islamic Conference 
said that the international community had to face the threat that Israel posed, 
and sanctions had to pe unambiguously imposed. 


Representative of Yugoslavia Miljan Komatina declared that Yugoslavia demanded 
the protection of the sovereign right of Syria to the Golan Heights. Yielding 

or any kind of complacence would mean an encouragement to any potential aggressor 
to use force with an aim to acquiring foreign territory, he said. 


T.T. B. Koh, representative of Singapore, noted that if Israel was sincere in 
seeking peace with its Arab neighbours, then it must refrain from taking such 
actions as the annexation of the Syrian Golan Heights, the annexation of East 
lerusalem and the setting up of settlements in occupied Arab territories. 








Representative of Egypt Ahmad ‘Ismat ‘Abd al-Majid said that the sovereignty of 
Syria over the Golan Heights should not be subject to bargain and blackmail. 
Everyone must say to Israel that the policy of annexation will not achieve the 
peace to which all aspired, he added.

[Text] United Nations, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--The United Nations General Assembly today 
began its ninth emergency special session to consider the situation arising from 
Israel's annexation of Syria's Golan Heights. 


Speaking first in the debate, ‘Abd al-Halim Khaddam, deputy prime minister and 
minister of foreign affairs of Syria, said that Israel had enacted a law that 
annexed the Syrian Arab territory of the Golan Heights. Such a law, he went on, 
represented a usurpation of a part of the national soil of the Syrian Arab Republic 
and constitutes a flagrant violation of the United Nations Charter. 


He said the Israeli decision "is but one chapter in a long series of aggressive, 
expansionist Israeli actions. It exposes the real character of this aggressive, 
racialist entity and calls for a deep, responsible discussion by the international 
community, represented by this assembly." "This discussion should result in the 
adoption of measures and resolutions that would uphold international peace and 
justice, and preserve the United Nations Organization and its charter," he added. 


Khaddam also accused the United States for vetoing a resolution on imposing 
sanctions against Israel at the Security Council. He pointed out that it was high 
time that the United States realized that the pursuit of its hostile policy against 
the Arab peoples would put America's interests in a crucial position. 


Faruq (Jaddumi, observer from the Palestine Liberation Organization, said that 
the Israeli action constituted an escalation of its policy of aggression and an 
expansion of its settlement policy. He also rebuked the United States for 
supporting Israel's aggression. 


loseph Abukhatir, minister of state of Lebanon, declared that Lebanon condemned 
israel because its annexation of the Golan Heights would certainly aggravate 

the risks of an explosion in the situation in the Middle East as well as increase 
the complexity of the Lebanese question. Lebanon, which had suffered much, pledged 
to defend Syria's inalienable right to the Golan Heights, he added.

CUBAN VICE PRESIDENT CONFIRMS MEETING WITH HAIG

confirmed that he had secretly met with U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
in Mexico on 23 November last year. 


On 27 January, U.S. President Ronald Reagan confirmed the meeting, the first 
between the two countries at such high level since the Cuban missile crisis in 
1962. He said the meeting was "in response to certain queries that had come from 
Cuba--indications that maybe they had something they wanted to say." 


Rodriguez told PRENSA LATINA that the meeting was arranged to let both sides 
expound their positions. It gave Cuba an opportunity "to reiterate with clarity 
our positions on every one of the regionai and world problems that constitute the 
essence of our differences with the United States," he said. 


The meeting again proved that 'Cuba can negotiate with the United States, but will 
never renounce its principles," he declared. 


It was by "common agreement" that the meeting was kept highly secret, Rodriguez 
disclosed. Because Mr Reagan has decided unilaterally, and without prior consul- 
tation, to publicly confirm the existence of the interview, Cuba has decided to 
admit the meeting took place, he stated. 


On Cuba's relations with the United States, the vice-president said that Cubans 
have always had much to say and often say it. "I don't know what motivated the 
American administration to think that we had something to tell them in secret." 


Reports from Washington said that on 27 January, when asked if the arms buildup 


in Cuba was the reason for the meeting, Reagan replied that "this was earlier 
than the size of the buildup was apparent."

"The Federal Council," the resolution says, "condemns the steps taken by Israel 
against Jerusalem and for perpetuating its aggressive and expansionist occupation 
of the Golan Heights."

MRS GANDHI SAYS INDIA WILL NOT ATTACK PAKISTAN

attack the latter, irrespective of whether the two countries signed a no-war pact 
or not. The pledge was made by Indian Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi in an 
interview with Pakistan jorunalists covering the visit of Pakistan Foreign Minister 
Agha Shahi. 


She also offered to sign a treaty of friendship with Pakistan.

At the same time, she told Pakistan journalists 
that in international relations, one meeting alone might not produce results. 


She reiterated India's willingness to talk on everything. The two countries had 
to find areas of agreement and enlarge them, she suggested.

Mrs Gandhi said there was no contradiction between the Simla Agreement and a 
no-war pact. India, she said, had been speaking about a no-war pact for long. 

But it welcomed Pakistan's no-war offer not just as an offer but as a step in that 
direction that would help create conditions in which there would be no aggression. 


She said nothing was more important to India than good relations with Pakistan 
and other neighbours.

Referring to the allegation that Pakistan's only purpose in proposing such an 
agreement is to facilitate an increased supply of arms from the United States, 
Shahi said, "These and other baseless comments and observations must be deplored 
as irresponsible expressions of deep-seated prejudice and misunderstanding."

More than 100 
journalists from 70 countries and about 200 observers from Finland participated 
in the conference. A delegation headed by Chairman Kim Gwan Sop of the Korean 
Society for Cultural Relations with Foreign Countries was also present. 


In his opening address, Finnish Minister for Transport and Communications Veikko 
Saarto said "The situation in Korea is tense and has a negative effect on Asian 
security. In particular, the fact that there are foreign troops with nuclear 
weapons stationed in the South represents a threat to peace."' He said that 
President Kim Il-song's call for the formation of a Democratic Confederal Republic 
of Koryo--a matter which is on the agenda of this conference--is an expression 

of a sincere policy for reunification. 


President Kim Il-song of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea sent a telegram 
greeting the conference. In his message, he said that the convening of the 
conference "signifies a great encouragement to the Korean people in their struggle 
to achieve the independence and peaceful reunification of the country by founding 
the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo." 


He added that the conference will also help “expose and denounce the ‘two Koreas' 
plot of the separatists and their new war provocation manoeuvres and support Korea's 
reunification, the supreme national desire of our people." 


A main report made by Japanese commentator Wakabayasi Hirosi said “the illegal 
occupation of South Korea by the U.S.A. based on its cold war policy was the cause 


of Korea's division." 


Hirosi said that "the so-called ‘unification proposal’ put forward by the South 


Korean rulers is a splittist proposal veiled in reunification," adding "the South 
fCorean authorities continue to make deceptive tricks" in an attempt to obstruct 
the reunification of Korea. 

i.K. Nautiyal, Indian editor, pointed out at the conference that ‘the question of 
Korean reunitication is a question of ending the domination and intervention of 
outside forces, ensuring complete sovereignty of the Korean nation, removing 
mistrust and confrontation and achieving national unity." 

Romanian and Vanzanian journalists also voiced support for President Kim Il-song's 
proposal and accused the South Korean regime's fascist suppression of the people's 


demand for reunification.

PCI-CPSU POLEMICS CONTINUE, PARTY ORGANS RIPOSTE

[Text] Rome, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--L'UNITA, organ of the Italian Communist Party [PCI], 
recently carried a series of editorials and articles in answer to the attacks 
mounted by the Soviet paper PRAVDA, censuring the external policy of the Soviet 
Union and its approach and attitude toward the communist parties of other countries. 


Last December, with the worsening of the situation in Poland, the Italian Communist 
Party leadership issued a number of statements and resolutions about Poland and 

the external policy of the Soviet Union. Then a party Central Committee meeting 
was convened in mid-January. The party is of the view that the Soviet Union's 
political stand and concrete actions are "hampering the process of detente and the 
fight for peace,"' that Moscow is pursuing a policy of power, pure and simple, and 
that East European nations, in copying the Soviet model, have brought about 
negative consequences and losses on themselves. 


A resolution adopted by the Italian Communist Party pointed out that "the process 
of the development of socialism with the October Revolution as its starting point 
has become void of motive force" and that “Europe needs a third road to follow." 
The party has also denounced the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


PRAVDA, in an editorial board article published on 24 January, attacked the Italian 
Communist Party as “ludicrous” with "preposterous" views, which has "vilified" 

and "uglified" the Soviet Union in "out and out profanity." The article charged 
that the resolution of the Central Committee meeting of the Italian Communist 

Party and the speeches made by its leaders on the occasion constituted "a program 
of action which, on all extremely important policy questions, runs counter to the 
Soviet Communist Party, the Soviet Union, countries of the socialist community, 

the overwhelming majority of the communist movements and the entire liberation 
movement." 


The article said the action of the Italian [communists] rendered "a direct service" 
to imperialism, anti-communism and all forces hostile to the cause of social 
progress. 


The article expressed "indignation" at the Italian communists' accusation that 
Moscow is ambitious for hegemonism and intends to impose its own will on others. 
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In retort, an editorial in L'UNLIA on 25 January said, “We notice in this (PRAVDA) 
article a familiar, not new, attitude the C.P.S.U. has adopted in the long past 
towards other communist parties." ‘Profound differences in assessment and views 
have not led to discussions on each other's ideas and opinions. Instead, they 
have been used as reasons for leveling charges and slanders against the Italian 
Communist Party and even branding it as the enemy of peace, socialism, the Soviet 
Union, other communist parties, and the liberation movement." Along with the 
editorial, the L'UNITA printed in full the PRAVDA's 24 January article. 


on 26 January, the L'UNITA carried an article saying that the Soviet article 
suggested a tune sung by a "leadership" or "centre," which has long been defunct, 
not one of "reasoning things out through facts." "It seems strange and disturbing 
to us that C.P.S.U. apprared to have learned nothing from the numerous grave 
events and ruptures in the past (with Yugoslavia and China)," the L'UNITA article 
said. 


Giancarlo Pajetta, a leading member of the [talian Communist Party, said at a 
regional congress on 24 January that the Soviet paper counched “an aggressive 
tone" and contained "no criticism" but was "overflowing with insults and malicious 
abuses." 


If the C.P.S.U. should publish the Italian Communist Party's reply to PRAVDA's 


article, it would be difficult to keep the Russians in the dark, who have a right 
to know the truth, Giancarlo Pajetta said.

CENTRAL EUROPE TROOP REDUCTION TALKS OPEN 
OW291300 Beijing XINHUA in English 1214 GMT 29 Jan 82 


[Text] Vienna, 28 Jan (XINHUA)--Delegates of 19 nations from NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact began here today the 26th round of talks on armed forces reduction in Central 
Europe. 


At the end of the 293rd plenary session of the talks today, delegates from the 
two blocs gave a joint press conference at which both sides spelt out their 
positions. 


Polish delegation leader Stanislaw Przygodzki renewed the Soviet bloc's proposal 

put forward at the last session of the previous round of talks that the present 
round should begin with the immediate formation of a drafting group and get down 

to the drafting of the first agreement. He put the balme on the NATO nations for 
the protracted deadlock of the talks, saying they failed to adopt a constructive 
attitude and were unwilling to give positive response to the proposals of the Warsaw 
Pact nations. 


Deputy head of the Belgian delegation Leon Doyen told the press conference that 
the Warsaw Pact delegates were not justified in accusing the NATO nations of 
failing to take the proposals of the Warsaw Pact nations into account. He said, 
"The West cannot accept a dataless agreement" and "the West remains convinced that 
data have a key role to play in breaking the present negotiating deadlock." 


NATO countries maintain that the Warsaw Pact enjoys a superiority in manpower 
(from 150,000 to 160,000) over NATO, while the Warsaw Pact takes it to be equal by 


and large. 


Most local press sources believe that the present round of talks is unlikely to 
achieve any progress. APA (the Austeria Presse Agentur) snad in a dispatch that 
"in light of the current international situation, the participants can hardly 
expect any tangible progress from the present round of negotiations."

U.S. SPYING--The Polish Ministry cf Internal Affairs and the supreme procuratorate 


of the Polish People's Army held a press conference in Warsaw on 28 January to 
denounce the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency for carrying out spying activities 
in Poland. Colonel (Lesvoski), a responsible person of the antispying and 
investigation bureau of the Polish Ministry of Internal Affairs, said at the 
press conference: The U.S. Central Intelligence Agency has played a very active 
role in helping Polish antigovernment organizations carry out activities against 
the state. The CIA has provided funds, printing machines and telecommunications 
equipment to those illegal antigovernment organizations and has bribed Polish 
people to provide intelligence for the United States.

POLISH ECONOMIC SITUATION WORSENS--Warsaw, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--Poland's general 
national income in constant prices in 1981 plummeted by 13 percent, marking the 
third falling year in a row and putting Poland back to the national income level 
of 1974, according to a communique by Poland's main statistical office (GUS) 
published by the dailies here today. The communique declared that economic 
situation and the people's living conditions gravely worsened in 1981. Net 
industrial output fell about 19 percent, with electricity generation down by 5./7 
percent, coal output down by 30.1 million tons and investment outlays down by 40 
percent from the record-high 1979 level. The cost of living in the country soe 
by 25 percent last year because of the continuing currency inflation. Net agricul- 
tural output rose by about 20.3 percent with better grain and root crops but 
livestock production shrank by 12.5 percent because of fodder shortages. As to 
Polish foreign trade in 1981. exports decreased by 14.6 percent and imports by 
12.2 percent, bringing about a deficit of U.S.$2.07 billion. The country's 
deepening economic crisis was caused by the aggravated dislocation of various 
economic sectors in the past few years and was exacerbated by shorter working 
hours, by yrowing incomes coupled with falling production and by social tensions 
and strikes.

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GDANSK YOUTH-POLICE CLASH--Warsaw, 31 Jan (XINHUA)--Six Polish youths and eight 
policemen were injured and 205 people were arrested in what the authorities 

called "a street riot" yesterday in the Baltic port of Gdansk. It was the first 
report of street disturbances in Poland this year. Similar riots occurred in 

Gdansk last year shortly after martial law was imposed on 13 December. According 

to a PAP report, a group of youths demonstrating outside the Lenin shipyards 

shouted slogans and distributed leaflets. But the security forces quickly dispersed 
them. Local martial law authorities immediately tightened restrictions in the 

city, extended the curfew from 8:00 pm to 5:00 am, cut off all private telephone 
services, suspended entertainment and athletic events, banned the use of private 
vehicles and clamped down on movements of the population. Meanwhile, unconfirmed 
reports said that a strike had taken place lately at the big Ursus tractwur plant 
near this capital. The Gdansk incident coincided with the "International Solidarity 
Day with Poland" sponsored by the U.S. administration and featuring a television 
program called "Let Poland Be Poland."

At that time, the 
phrases of Marx and Lenin and Comrade Mao Zedong were considered a panacea for all 
ills. In society, memorizing quotations, attaching labels, and affecting a high 
moral tone became "fashionable." The flourishing of this "substitution theory" not 
only damaged our party's revolutionary study style of combing theory and reality, 


but also caused many to fall victim to the false Marxism of the Lin Biao, "gang of 
four" clique. Now, some comrades have gone from one extreme to the other and they 
now adhere to a "theory of uselessness."" If we say that the "theory of uselessness" 
concerning theory is a study method resulting from disgust with the false Marxism 


ind formalism of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in the past, then we are undoubtedly 
orrect. Because that bill of goods was not only useless, but extremely damaging. 
And so our study of theory today is to quell chaos and restore order, to grasp the 
scientitic system of Marxism-Leninsim and Mao Zedong Thought, and to aid in directing 
the realization of socialist revolution and construction. If we view this kind of 
theoretical study as “useless," then we are giving up eating for fear of choking, 
failing to distinguish black from white, and failing to differentiate true and false, 
ind we are gravely mistaken. 


The theory of Marxism is the compass of the revolution, and is the basis on which 
our party establishes its line, principles and policies. The practical problems of 
China's revolution and construction ar. solved under the direction of Marxist theory. 











Historical experience tells us that when we truly combine Marxism-Leninism and the 
realities of China, then our enterprises progress and succeed; and when we fail to 
combine Marxist theory and the realities of China, then our enterprises suffer 
setbacks and meet with defeat. Comrade Liu Shaoqi, in his article, "In Answer to 
Song Liang," said that many of the major defeats of the period of China's democratic 
revolution were not due to a lack of courage in struggle or a lack of effort in work 
on the part of Chinese Communist Party members, but the major reason was that "the 


ideological preparation and theoretical training of those in the party was insufficient." 


During the "Great Cultural Revolution," why were several hundred million Chinese 
people deceived by thse immaculately attired cheats, Lin Biao and the "gang of four,’ 
so that internal chaos befell an entire nation? It is precisely because the theory 
which directed this "revolution" was mistaken. Similarly, at present in some places 
some comrades do not quite understand the line, principles and policies established 
Since the 3d Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, do not forcefully execute 
them--and even swing back and forth between allowing their thinking to ossify and 
purSuing bourgeois liberalization.

Otherwise, it will be a case of those in the dark not being able to light the way 
for others, and this is unacce:: able. For now, in addition to studying seriously 
the "Historical Resolution,’ we must seriously study "Selected Manuscripts of Comrade 
Chen Yun" and Xue Mugiao's "Research on Problems in China's Socialist Economy." 
Some comrades with enough understanding can study Marx's theory concerning economic 
reproduction. After their unde rstanding of economic theory has reached a certain 
level, they should go on and study certain philosophical works of Corrade Mao Zedong. 
To go along with this, we should also study some appropriate modern and contemporary 


history. Because this task of study is very arduous, we do not want to try to do 
everything all at once, but rather we want to achieve the central need of studying 
what is suitable at each period. Otherwise, study easily becomes mere form, and

ARTICLE STRESSES CITIZEN'S DUTY TO STUDY, OBEY LAWS

[Text] Abiding by the law is very important to every citizen. It is especially 
important to certain youths and children. But some youths and children feel that 

the law is the business of legislative organs and judicial organs and does not have 
much to do with them. There are also some young comrades who feel: Although I, 
myself, have not studied law, nor do I understand it; I do not resort to any criminal 
conduct, so what can possibly happen to me? But matters are not that simple. Be- 
cause youths and children ordinarily lack legal knowledge; if they refrain from paying 
attention to study and strengthening their concept about the legal system, then when 
they run into bad people who proceed to seduce them, rope them in, and corrupt them 
by various sinister and base means, it will be very difficult for them to distinguish 
right from wrong and then can easily fall victim to their practices. 


There was reportedly a young worker, the son of Communists, whose conduct had not 
been so bad in the past; he sometimes failed to observe discipline but he had never 
made serious mistakes. A ringleader of scoundrels noticed that his physique was 
quite impressive and he appeared to be strong, he therefore took the initiative 

to get to know him, praisin, his "physique" and "strength." Because of a lack of 
caution, this youth started to associate with the scoundrels behind his parents' 
back. Seeing that he was becoming gradually hooked, this ringleader of scoundrels 
one day took him on a tour of criminal adventures. This youth, completely devoid of 
any knowledge of the legal system, did not realize that, when he carried a weapon 
and participated in a crime, he was embarking upon a criminal path, stili less that 
the use of that weapon could lead to the grave consequence of wounding or killing 
another person and the serious punishment of himself by law. The result was that 
he killed a person; this hurt others as well as himself. 


In such a vivid example, we can clearly see what serious consequences a lack of 

study in law and a lack of understanding of the law can lead to; it likewise tells 

us how important it is for youths and children to abide by law and discipline. Some 
years ago, because of the acts of sabotage by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in 
turning right and wrong upside down and mixing black with white, our guiding ideology 
was disrupted and our legal system was messed up. They looked upon "beating, 
smashing, and looting" as "bravery" and praised anarchism as "revolutionary" conduct. 
Many youths and children became hurt as a result. This is one of the important 
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reasons why loduy some youths and children commit crimes. Theretore, Leaching youths 
and children to observe the law is of considerable significance. How can we make 
everybody abide by the legal system? I think our efforts should develop from the 
four aspects concerning law-abiders respectively law abiding-citizens and leaders. 


First, people must study law. In order to be able to obey the law, one must begin 

by studying and understanding it. Because, without study, one cannot understand, 

nor consciously obey the law; this is elementary knowledge. Our laws pass through 
examination by the National People's Congress under the leadership of the party; 

they represent the interests of all the people. Articles of the law always prescribe 
what things should be done and what things should not be done; which things should 

be commended and encouraged and which things should be criticized or punished. For 
instance, Article 10 of our Criminal Law provides: "All acts which endanger the 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of the state, endanger the system of prole- 
tarian dictatorship, sabotage socialist revolution and socialist construction, 
sabotage social order, impinge upon properties owned by all the people or properties 
collectively owned by the toiling masses, impinge upon the legitimate properties 
owned by private citizens, impinge upon the rights of the person, democratic rights 
and other rights of citizens, and other acts endangering society which are subject 

to punishment or penalty according to law, constitute crimes; but where the flagrance 
of such acts is slight and their harm insignificant, they shall not be considered as 
such." This article thus provides a clear demarcation of the boundary between 

crimes and non-crimes. Only through study can we understand this and be able to 
avoid violating it in each and every deed on our part and thus not incur punishment 
by the penal code. Only after studying and understanding it can we consciously abide 
by it. 


Second, people must cultivate the good habit or obeying the law. When one is inclined 
toward committing crimes, one is bound to go through a process from the minor to the 
major, from the slight to the serious, and from quantitative change to qualitative 
change, if we wish to be able to abide by the law, we must begin by observing dis- 
cipline and observing public morality in society. 


Third, we must promulgate the law. In today's society, the situation of a small 
minority of the masses not paying attention to nor abiding by the law still prevails. 
This requires not only that we ourselves try to abide by the law but we must also 
enable, through publicizing it, that everybody improve their concept of legal conduct, 
so that they will obey the law and run things according to the law. 


And fourth, we mus. struggle resolutely against illegal and criminal conduct. 

Whether or not we dare to struggle resolutely against illegal and criminal conduct 

is an important indicator measuring the strength of our legal concept. It also 
constitutes the aspect of defending the four modernizations with actual deeds. We 
can never tolerate criminal conduct and the activities of sabotage on the part of 
criminal elements. In order to protect people's lives and security, we must carry 
out resolute struggles and punish the offenders according to law. Only by struggling 
against criminal conduct can we really maintain and strengthen our socialist legal 
system.

WEAK, LAX ATTITUDES ATTACKED

[Text] Correct party practices and strict party discipline are extremely impor- 
tant, pressing tasks in party work at present. The various levels of party com- 
mittees must earnestly overcome their condition of weakness and laxity; get into 
the spirit of things; conscientiously take on this important, historical task; 
and engage in a determined, unremitting struggle to bring about a fundamental 
improvement in party practices. Ever since the party's Third Plenum, the party 
Central Committee has again and again emphasized the importance of correct party 
practices and strict party discipline and, moreover, to achieve this purpose it 
has adopted a good many important measures that have won the nearts of the party 
and the people, as is known by all. From another aspect, the broad masses of 
cadres and the masses both within and outside the party, and all upright people, 
have for a long time been dissatisfied with the incorrect practices of some 
party members and cadres and with the incorrect practices in some organizations 
and enterprises, and have continuously gone through all kinds of methods and 
channels to carry out exposure of and conflict against those practices, and all 
of this has brought about a certain improvement in party practices. However, 
party practices have still not gone through a fundamental turn for the better. 
Why has there not been a fundamental improvement in party practices? Recently, 
the party committees of certain areas have brought up and intensely discussed 
this very question. They consider that there are objective causes for the ap- 
pearance of this kind of situation; for example, the counterrevolutionary clique 
of Lin Biao wrought chaos for 10 years, harmed the body of our party, and cor- 
rupted party practices; and, if we want to eliminate the kind of negative re- 
sults that derive from all this, it will not be possible without arduous work 
and a relatively long period of time. At the same tine, our systems in all the 
various areas are not entirely sound and contain a good many flaws and malprac- 
tices; and, if we want to remedy these flaws and reform these malpractices, it 
will also take time. These matters should not be overlooked. However, of even 
greater importance are subjective causes; that is, we have some comrades who do 
not understand the Central Committee's directives deeply enough, do not implement 
them forcefully enough, do not heed the cries of the masses sufficiently, and do 
not recognize adequately the seriousness of the question of party practices. 
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Only through our own great efforts will we be able to attain the goal of elimi- 
nating the negative results inherited from the counterrevolutionary clique of Lin 
Biao and Jiang Qing and remedying the flaws in our system. For this reason, we 
must not blame fate, blame others, or shift the responsibility onto others; the 
various levels of party organization must all place the burden of this important 
historical task on their own shoulders, sincerely form their resolve, eliminate 
interference, and in an orderly manner set about striving for a fundamental im- 
provement in party practices and, as a result, cause all areas of work to advance 
along the victorious course indicated by the party Central Committee. The ques- 
tion of whether or not we proceed in this way is politically the same as the ques- 
tion of whether the Central Committee is able to maintain unanimity and whether 
or not it is determined to safeguard the fundamental advantage of the masses. We 
consider that the attitude of the party committees of these areas in bringing up 
and discussing this important question in this way is positive, may very well be 
the starting point for the fundamental improvement of party practices in those 
areas, and is worthy of being greatly advocated. 


If we want to conscientiously take on this important historical task, then the 
crucial problem in terms of our ideological awareness is to correctly understand 
th incisive meaning, and recognize the practical significance, of the conclu- 


sion brought out by the Central Committee that: "The question of party prac- 
tices within the party in power is a question of the survival, of the life and 
death, of that party."" This important conclusion of the Central Committee was 


not aimed at nothing but was brought up in direct response to the serious prob- 
lem existing with regard to party practices. If only we examine the situation 
carefully, we will discover that, in some of our organizations and enterprises 
and in certain links in the party organization, fundamental changes in character 
have already occurred and that, in certain specific units, the degree of corrup- 
tion is already relatively severe; there is a minority of party members and cad- 
res who in actuality have already begun a process of qualitative degeneration, 
which in specific, iudividual cases is already completed. These organizations 
and enterprises and these party members and cadres have, in reality, already de- 
parted from the advantage of the party and the people; how can we count on them 
to realize the party's tasks and plan for the advantage of the people? The im- 
proper practices within the party are malignant tumors harming the body of the 
party; and, if we don't determine to cut them out, they will continue to harm 
the body of the party and ruin the party's cause. If this is not a problem af- 
fecting the very existence of the party, then what is it? The reason why at 
present there are some comrades who do not place enough importance on such a 
serious question as correct party practices and strict party discipline and do 
not have a vigorous grasp of the problem is precisely because they have only an 
abstract understanding of this important conciusion of the Central Committee, 

do not comprehend it concretely, and have not carefully examined the problem of 
their own party practices; hence, they are lacking in a sense of urgency and 
responsibility. 


If we want to conscientiously take on this important historical task, we must 
resolutely overcome the attitude of ideological weakness and laxness and change 


weakness and laxness into unity and resolve. In the past, under the direction 
of "leftist" ideology, in inner-party struggle there truly occurred the mistakes 
of attacks being too all-embracking and too severe, so that some good people 
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were hurt and some comrades who had made mistakes were attacked too severely. 
This historical lesson should never be forgotten. However, at present, there 
are some comrades who have not learned this lesson correctly and who are full 

of misgivings about rectifying incorrect practices and deeply afraid that, if 
they criticise today, they will have to apologize all the more tomorrow; or, if 
they deal with some problem today, tomorrow they may have to undo their recti- 
fication of it. This is one of the important causes at present of weakness and 
laxity in ideological political work. It should be pointed out that the party 
Central Committee has already incisively summed up the lessons to be learned from 
the struggles of the past and that we ourselves have already had both positive 
and negative experiences and lessons. Through eliminating "leftist" ideology, 
the broad masses of cadres and the masses are extremely disgusted with the "left- 
ist'' notions of "cruel struggle" and "merciless attacks," so that, in our strug- 
gle to rectify incorrect practices, we will be entirely able to avoid making the 
mistakes of the past again. If we do not believe in this, and if we receive the 
lessons of the past passively, do not dare to struggle, give up the struggle, 
and allow incorrect practices to spread unchecked, then is this not a case of 
"once bitten by a snake, to fear the well-rope for three years?" Or of "Having 
chocked once, to be afraid to eat?" If not this, in the course of rectifying 
the mistakes of the left, to perpetrate the mistakes of the right? We should 
believe deeply that, in our struggle to rectify improper practices, if only we 
correctly accept the lessons of the past, proceed according to the correct prin- 
ciples of the party, proceed according to the concrete circumstances of each 
cadre who has made mistakes, and deal with problems appropriately according to 
each individual case, then we will not be capable of committing the mistakes of 
the past again. 


The weakness and laxity in ideological political work is manifest in some cadres' 
not understanding very well how to go about correctly safeguarding cadres’ enthu- 
siasm or even what kind of enthusiasm it is that should be safeguarded. They are 
deeply afraid that, having criticized cadres' mistakes if they then mete out ap- 
propriate disciplinary punishment to cadres who are not receptive to being edu- 
cated in this way, they will then have obstructed and harmed those cadres’ enthu- 
siasm. They also do not understand very well how to do a good job of bringing 
ibout unity, or even what kind of unity we want; they fear very much that, once 
we have criticized an erroneous tendency and tightened up on party discipline, 
this will obstruct unity and have a negative influence on [party] relationships. 
Jith this failure to resolve the nature of the problems involved, it is hard for 
riticism and self-criticism to develop and ditficult for improper practices to 


be rectified. To protect cadres’ enthusiasm and safeguard the unity of the

party is certainly a question of principle; dampening cadres’ enthusiasm and 
irming the unity of the party cannot be tolerated. However, the enthusiasm we 
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ire talking about is the enthusiasm to make a great effort to realize the party s 
tasks and enthusiasm to serve the people; and the unity we are talking about is 

inity on the basis of party principles, and the goal of that unity to to realize 


the party's tasks. The so-called enthusiasm to engage in improper practices and 
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single-mindedly seek one’s own advantage is a form of destructiveness; all we 
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in do wit. respect to this kind of so-called enthusiasm is to persevere in rec- 
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tifying it and be bo fending" others; and we cannot safeguard others 
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right to have it. Criticizing and rectifying others’ mistakes would, at first, 
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em to harm some people; but, actually, in so doing we are really cherishing 
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them. If, on the contrary, we accommodate ourselves to cadres' mistakes, at 
first it would seem that we were cherishing them; but, in actuality, we would be 
harming them and watching cadres walk toward the abyss of error without reaching 
out a helping hand to save them. To abandon principles and abet wrongdoing by 
tolerating it for the sake of so-called unity has nothing at all in common with 
the kind of unity we are talking about. 


And there is an even more erroneous way of thinking, which is, because some af- 
fair happened through the fault of some old colleague or high-ranking person, to 
turn a blind eye to it or intentionally make a small matter out of an important 
one, minimizing it. This is the reflection of a kind of factionalism. This is 
also weakness and laxity and an important reason why some matters are not being 
dealt with. Factionalism is a manifestation of an impure party nature; and, un- 
less this kind of erroneous tendency is resolutely overcome, improper practices 
cannot be thoroughly rectified. 


If we want to conscientiously take on this important historical task, we must 
also educate the broad masses of party members, cadres, and the masses to launch 
a struggle against improper practices; and our leadership should resolutely sup- 
port this struggle. Everyone is responsible for correct party practices and 
Strict party discipline. With respect to the struggle against improper prac- 
tices, one cannot engage in mass movements. The experience of the past has 
proved again and again that the results of using the methods of a mass movement 
and a joint attack to solve inner-party problems are generally not gocd. How- 
ever, not engaging in a mass movement does not amount to not wanting the masses 
to have any supervision of things and not wanting it even to the extent of re- 
straining the masses from exposing bad people and bad things. In fact, of all 
the problems that we have already discovered and dealt with, there is hardly one 
that was not first exposed by some party member or cadre or by one of the masses. 
If we dampen their enthusiasm and spirit of initiative, the party's leading bod- 
ies will turn into blind people, will not understand circumstances, and will not 
be aware of problems; and, so naturally, there will be no question of solving 
problems. The factor at present that is hindering us in our struggle against 
improper practices, aside from weakness and laxity on the part of our leader- 
ship, can be considered to be liberalism. There are some comrades who, over a 
long period of time, have cultivated an erroneous attitude; and this is an ex- 
pression of their "being worldly wise and playing safe," which is popularly ex- 
pressed as: "If you plant a lot of flowers, and plant few thorns, when the 
movement arrives, you'll be safe." Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out long ago that: 
"This [attitude] is a kind of corrosive substance; in matters affecting the life 
and death and the survival of the party, adopting an attitude of liberalism is 
obviously quite erroneous." 


This weakness and laxity on the part of our leaders, and the liberalism affect- 


ing a certain portion of people, as described above, are the main impediments 
in our struggle against improper practices. If the two are compared, then na- 
turally the former is the more important. In some people’‘s understanding of im- 


proper practices at present, there is a kind of narrow viewpoint to the effect 
that, as long as one does not scheme for one's personal advantage and does not 
brush against the "high tension wire" of money and pretty girls, then there is 
no question of improper practices. Actually, understood in the broader sense, 











all practices that are in opposition to party principles and the advantage of 
the masses are improper practices. Weakness ana laxness and liberalism are im- 
proper practices. Understood in this way, the concept is of value in heighten- 
ing our self-awareness in overcoming these erroneous ways of thinking. 


In discussing the question of party practices now, the following comment will 
emerge: that no one has the means to do anything about this problem and, in any 
case, cannot be really effective. This is an incorrect viewpoint and a manifes- 
tation of lack of confidence in our party leadership. If this kind of viewpoint 
can establish itself, then that would be the same as saying that the party does 
not have the means to cut out the malignant tumors from its own body and can 
only continue to be corrupted by them. This is naturally not consistent with 
our party's history of engaging in a struggle with the seamy side of things 
within its own ranks and is also not consistent with the actuai circumstances 
existing today. In fact, if only we deal with them conscientiously, a great 
many problems are capable of being solved. Of course, this assertion from one 
point of view also reflects the fact that bringing about correct party practices 
is a very arduous task and that, without a concerted, strenuous effort on the 
part of all ranks, a united, firm determination and correct policies, and a rel- 
atively long period of time, it will not be easy to accomplish the desired re- 
sult. The correct attitude should be: having seen the difficulty and complex- 
ity of the problem, and being full of confidence, as we deal with all difficul- 
ties, from the point of view of the totality of the situation, and strategically, 
we should despise the problem and resolutely and confidently defeat the problem; 
from the point of view of each individual, specific problem and tactically, we 
should take the problem seriously, adopt a procedure of having our feet on firm 
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ground, and solve it.

Today, the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee has decided to 
eliminate the system of lifelong tenure for cadres. This decision has been used 
as a tool to purge army cadres, especially those who participated in the work of 
"three supports and two militaries." If this principle is to be universally 
applied in dealing with all aged party, government and army cadres without 
exception since the Fifth National People's Congress, the army cadres at all 
levels naturally feel upset and many serious problems can appear.

ROLE OF PUNISHMENT IN REFORM OF CRIMINALS DISCUSSED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO 22 Dec 81 p 3 


[Article by Liu Zhi [0491 2535]: "The Role of Punishment in Reforming Criminals 
in Our Nation"] 


[Text] The cutting edge of our nation's criminal punishment has always been aimed 

at counterrevolutionary and other serious criminal elements. Because truth and 
justice go hand in hand, our country's criminal sanctions not only fulfill the role 
of punishing crime, but also the role of reforming, educating and deterring criminals. 
Our treatment of criminal elements stems from the historic mission of the proletariat 
to reform society and mankind. In taxing sanctions against them, we do not use 

harsh and severe punishments or doctrines of punishment or revenge, but we carry 

out a policy of combining punishment and mercy, of reform through labor and ideo- 
logical education. In punishment we give the majority of criminals an out; we allow 
them to reform and become new men. Therefore, in our methods of punishment, we 

have done away with cruel physical punishments and humiliating and demeaning punish- 
ments. Although we still have the death penalty, it is severely restricted in 
practice and we are extremely careful in using it. Furthermore, we have also created 
the system of "stayed execution" with the primary goal to educate the person to 
change his ways. We also use the methods of "commutation of sentence" and "parole." 
Article 71 of the criminal code stipulates: "During the period in which punishment 


is executed, if repentance or merit is demonstrated, then the sentence can be commuted.” 


Article 73 stipulates: "If repentence is demonstrated, so that there is no further 
danger to society, then parole can be granted."" This makes it clear that in its 
substance and method, and in its concrete implementation, our nation's criminal 
punishment embodies a basic spirit of learning from past mistakes to avoid future 


ones, and of reforming and educating people. 


[In following due process in dealing with criminals given limited sentences, life 
sentences or stayed execution, our nation accords with the spirit of the Labor Reform 
Regulations of the People's Republic of China and places people in prisons, labor 
reform teams or juvenile delinquent reformatories, arranging for them to engage in 
industrial or agricultural production, and carrying out reform through labor and 


education. In the course of reform through labor, we carry out ideological, political, 
and cultural and technical education, and we give humane treatment in the areas of 
food, clothing, housing, medical care and sanitation. This method of executing 


sanctions against criminals on the part of our nation's prisons and labor reform 
teams allows criminals, within specific bounds, to engage freely in productive 
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activities and life. This is new China's innovation in the implementation of 
punishments and is a reform ov! old prison methods. This policy of our nation in 
reforming people through the implementation of punishments in accordance with the 
law not only effectively reformed Kuomintang war criminals, war criminals of the 
puppet Manchukuo and Japanese war criminals, but also reformed the emperor in the 
final days of the Qing Dynasty and a large number of historic counterrevolutionaries 
and habitual criminals. It has received the critical praise of the vast masses, and 
has been welcomed by the majority of criminals and their relatives. Some foreign 
friends, after visiting our prisons and labor reform teams and understanding our 
system of punishment, said: "This is a model of humanitarianism," and "It is a human 
miracle." 


After the 3d Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, in accordance with the 
special characteristic that at present most crimes are committed by juveniles, there 
was a further adjustment made in regard to the method of their punishment and reform. 
The party raised the new policy of "education, salvation, and reform," and demanded 
that working cadres of reform through labor organs handle juvenile offenders as parents 
handle children with harmful contagious diseases, as doctors handle patients and as 
teachers handle students--carrying out painstaking and patient education and regenera- 
tion. As I understand it, in recent years the prisons, labor reform teams and juvenile 
reformatories have all progressed in their treatment of offenders, established more 
educational components, actively provided full time instructors and forcefully raised 
the work standards and quality of educational personnel. Some prisons and labor reform 
teams in Zhejiang Province have formally placed the cultural education and productive 
skills training of the prisoners on the time education track, and have formed sections 
for eliminating illiteracy, for higher primary school studies, for middle school 
studies, for agricultural studies, for electrical equipment studies, for medical and 
sanitation studies and for foreign language studies, and have arranged with the county 
Department of Education to have it record and issue graduation certificates to those 
who pass regularly held exams. In this way they combine cultural and technical educa- 
tion with the cultivation of a spiritual understanding and reform criminals into new 
men. The Tailai branch labor reform team in Heilongjiang Province has prisoners 
engage in labor and education and gives prisoners thorough assessments of their 
cultural and productive skills twice every year, and provides the state with more 

than 1,500 persons trained in [the use of] lathes, benchwork, milling, planes, map- 
making, electrical welding, plumbing, and bricklaying, with skills running from the 
4th to the 6th technical levels. The No 1 Prison in Hebei Province has, in the course 
of reforming criminals through labor, in a planned and directed way, organized the 
older offenders to lead the juvenile offenders and has combined the practical study 

of skills with the study of science. It has so far trained 110 architectural engine- 
ering technicians, 1/3 of whom have already passed exams and achieved the level of 
engineers. Punishment under our nation's socialist conditions has already become 

a unique and effective method for reforming persons and supplying talent for society.

This situation cannot be eliminated by simply following Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping's suggestion that party organizations at all levels should strengthen 
ideological education among military cadres so as to increase their confidence in 
their future."’ Comrade Deng Xiaoping has resorted to all pretexts to retaliate 
against army cadres. "The public trial of our army's leaders on charges of involve- 
ment in the so-called Lin Biao case has seriously undermined our army's prestige 
among the masses." More than 1 million commanders and fighters have been demobi- 
lized as a result of further cuts in military spending. Because a number of 
provincial and municipal leaders neglected to find jobs for the demobilized 
soldiers, demonstrations were widespread in 1981. '"'The demonstrators shouted 
slogans in front of civil affairs departments: ‘We want work' and ‘we want to be 
fed.''' Notably serious demonstrations were held in Tianjin, Shanghai, Xuzhou, 
Chongqing, Neijing, Baoshan, Guilin and Guiyang. The fate of these soldiers has 
aroused pessimism among commanders and fighters of the army. This problem cannot 
be solved by merely conducting ideological education among them.

PROPER INTERESTS OF INDIVIDUAL DISCUSSED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 15 Nov 81 p 3 


[Article by Ma Boxuan [7456 0590 1357]: "On the Proper Interests of the 
Individual" ] 


[Text] Under the socialist system, the interests of the state, the collective, 
and the individual are fundamentally consistent, and the interests of the 
individual receive the most fundamental guarantees. The universal improvement 

of the material and cultural life of the masses in varying degrees since the Third 
Plenum of the 1lth Party Central Committee, along with the development of the 
national econo: . is forceful proof of this. However, we cannot but note that 
among our ranks chere has also developed the mistaken trend of disregarding the 
interests of the state and the collective and of one-sidedly emphasizing and pur- 
suing the interests of the individual. One important reason why this mistaken 
trend has been able to appear is that some comrades have not distinguished 

between the proper and the improper interests of the individual. They think that 
since socialism is a guarantee of the interests of the individual, no matter what 
methods are used or what individual interests are secured, this is beyond reproach. 
Clearly, this viewpoint is completely erroneous and we must discriminate between 
the proper and improper interests of the individual. 


It should be pointed out that the proper interests of the individual belong to a 
specific category of social reiations and its specificity not only does not 
proceed purely from the wishes of the individual, but also is not entirely 
equivalent to the lawful interests of the individual. The proper interests of the 
individual are said to be opposed to the interests of society as a whole, and the 
lawful interests of the individual are said to be opposed to the legal norms of the 
ruling class, but legal norms do not necessarily truly reflect the normal rela- 
tions of the interests of socieiy as a whole and the interests of individual 
members of society. in the societies where class antagonism existed in the past, 
since the law was an expression of the will and interests of the exploitative 
class, which was in the ruling position in society, the propriety ind legitimzcy 
of the interests of the individual, fundamentally speaking, were in sharp 
opposition. At that time, regarding the vast ranks of people who were ruled, 
their proper interests as individuals were frequently seen as illegal; and 
regarding the ruling class, what it called the lawful interests of the individual 
were frequently very improper. In socialist society, the propriety and legitimacy 
of the interests of the individual are both interlinked and differentiated. 
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Generally speaking, whatever is the proper interest of the individual is in con- 
formity with socialist law, but the interests of the individual which are in 
conformity with socialist law are not necessarily proper in a moral sense. 


The propriety and legitimacy of the proper interests of the individual in a 
socialist society may therefore have areas in which they are not identical, mainly 
for two reasons: first, lawful and unlawful as defined in the law are limited 

only to realization of the most rudimentary and most fundamental demands in social 
relations, but whether they are proper or improper morally involves a much broader 
range and the demands are even higher; second, the stipulations of the law also 

may have some imperfections or some areas where the relations between the interests 
of society as a whole and the interests of the individual cannot be correctly 
reflected. Therefore, in societies where class antagonism exists, one should 

not judge whether the individual interests of people are proper or improper 

on the basis of the legal norms of the time; in socialist society, one cannot judge 
whether the individual interests of people are proper or improper only on the basis 
of the legal norms. Whether or not the individual interests of people are proper 
can only be determined on the basis of their relationship with the interests of 

the actual society as a whole; otherwise, it would be possible for certain people 
to scheme for improper individual interests in the name of legitimacy or to deny 
the proper individual interests of people on the excuse of legitimacy or on the 
grounds that there is no reliable law as yet. 


So how should the standards for judging whether or not the interests of the 
individual are proper or improper be stipulaced? People's social life and social 
relations are broad and intricate; different people have different individual 
interests; the same person at different times, in different places and different 
conditions, in different relations and different circumstances, may have a 
variety of individual interests. Thus, determining and judging the specific 
standard of whether individual interests are proper or improper only from the 
standpoint of the individual must of necessity differ depending on the person, 
time and event. This is not to say that in judging whether or not the interests 
of the individual are proper or improper there does not exist a unified social 
standard. If we synthesize the different individual interests from the standpoint 
of society as a whole, a unified social standard may be found for judging whether 
or not the individual interests are proper. We consider that in the moral sense 
ind the ethical sense, this standard can generally be defined as follows: 
First, the proper interests of the individual are the material culture needs which 
ire necessary for the individual to maintain normal life and work. For people to 
able to exist and work normally, first of all, requires the rudimentary imeans 
material existence--clothing, food, housing, transportation and work--it 
requires that they receive a certain education and that they be afforded the 
cultural enjoyment and activity which mold the temperament. Of course, these 


material culture needs are not the same at different times, and generally speaking, 
nstantly become higher with social progress. Modern man's material culture 

needs cannot be like those of primitive man--eating birds and animals raw, 

dressing in animal skins and leaves, living in caves, farming by slash-and-burn 

methods, and making music by banking on a clay pot--but involve a higher level of 

material consumption, the mastery of a considerable amount of scientific knowledge 
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and skills, and the enjoyment of a higher cultural level. Even in the same era, 
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among people who pursue different professions and occupations, who live in 
different social environments, the material culture needs they require, whether in 
kind or level, will also have differences. However, all the material culture needs 
which people in the social conditions of the time have to maintain their normal 
life and work should be considered as the proper interests of the individual and 
should be given the necessary guarantees to the extent possible, 


Second, the proper interests of the individual are the interests which the indivi- 
dual secures by ways and means permitted by the society of the time in the 

process of developing the interests of society as a whole. This is the most 
rudimentary standard for judging whether or not the interests of the individual 

are proper. Under conditions of socialism, the income which the peasant derives 
from his own honest labor or from individual enterprise permitted by the collective 
or society, the wages and remuneration received by the public employee through his 
Own work, the compensation received by the intellectual through the results of his 
research, etc, all should be considered the proper interests of the individual; on 
the other hand, interests which are derived directly or indirectly through such 
means and methods as fraud, force, trickery, profiteering, appropriating public 
property, or plagiarizing the results of others, even if they are part of the 
material culture needs which the individual requires, should be considered improper 
interests of the individual. In short, relevant interests which are derived 

one’s own labor shoulu be considered the proper interests of the individual; on 

the other hand, all interests derived not through one's own labor or through 
socially recognized means, expecially interests derived by exploiting the labor 

of others through various means and pretexts, even if they are material culture 
needs which one requires, should be considered improper interests of the 
individual. 


Third, the proper interests of the individual should be those which do not harm 
the interests of society as a whole. In socialist society, generally speaking, 
the interests of the individual derived and sought through proper means in the 
process of developing the interests of society as a whole are those which do not 
harm the interests of society as a whole, and in a certain sense may also be of 
some benefit to the development of the interestS~ y-~lety as a whole. However, 
if these interests of the individual become too infl& wate employed 
inappropriately, they may lead to harming the interests of ‘sow Mag 2 whole: 
For example, if in the struggle for socialist revolution and const. cS a person 
increases his abilities, wins the confidence of people, and commands a certanx. 
amount of authority, but cannot put himself in the correct relationship with the 
collective or cannot correctly use this authority, then it will be hard to avoid 
doing damage to the interests of society as a whole. Or for another example, if 
a person uses the income he has earned from labor to wait for a chance to drive 
up prices or rushes to purchase from society goods in short supply which he 
himself does not need very much and thus influences market supplies, this can 
also directly or indirectly damage the interests of society as a whole. Thus, in 
judging whether or not the interests of the individual are proper, one should not 
only consider whether they are secured on the proper path in developing the 
interests of society as a whole, but also whether or not they harmthe interests 
of society as a whole. 








Fourth, the proper interests of the individual should be interests of the individual 
which, when the interests of society as a whole demand, can be consciously checked 
and unselfishly sacrificed. In socialist society, generally speaking, the develop- 
ment of the interests of society as a whole not only is not antagonistic towards 
the development of the interests of the individual, but also guarantees that the 
interests of the individual can constantly grow along with the development of 

the interests of society as a whole. In special circumstances, however, the society 
can also demand that people control or even sacrifice their individual interests 

to some extent. At that time, if the propriety of the individual interests one 

has gained or is planning to gain is emphasized and there is no willingness to 

use restraint or sacrifice, then maintaining the interests acquired cannot be 
considered proper. For example, if during a time when the people in an area where 
one is a district or unit leaders suffer severe natural disaster such as an earth- 
quake or flood, the leader uses so-called legally convenient circumstances and 

puts his energies into protecting his individual life and property, and basically 
does not lead and organize the masses to deal with the emergency and salvage what 
they can, then the individual interests he is maintaining cannot be considered 
proper. Or for another example, when the socialist motherland is put in a cricical 
Situation, each member of society should bravely and vigorousi, resist the enemy 

by all possible means, and if someone does not wish to forgo his own material 
interests and living conditions and throw himself into the struggle against 
aggression, this cannot be considered proper interests. 


In summary, one can say that in socialist society what are called proper interests 
of the individual are material culture needs of the individual's normal life and 
work sought and developed by prople through proper ways and means in the process 
of developing the interests of society as a whole; they are of benefit to the 


interests of society as a whole, and they are individual interests which can be 
controlled or sacrificed for the interests of society as a whole. If one can 
determine the limits of the interests of the individual according to this 


definition, and determine whether or not the interests of the individual are 
proper, then it will be possible to consider and regulate properly the relationship 
between the interests of the individual and the interests of society as a whole 
in the various areas of society, and thus make it possible for the interests of

Central and 
provincial offices have been set up, 
pilot censuses taken, and cenesue 
workers trained. Computer centres 
have been set up in all ad:

Li Chengrui said it is obviously a 
difficult task to conduct a census in 
a country as populous as China. 
where more than 80 per cent of the 
people live in the countryside, some 
parte of which are stil] backward. 


However, the favourable condi- 
thens for taking the census far 
eatweigh the difficulties, and the 
obetacies will be overcome, said Li.
